Louie, 21, one of the leaders of the 
Wah Ching gang，wWas sentenced 
to a 15-year state prison term last 
week for the August 28，1976 
slaying of his former girl friend， 
Kit Mun 工 ouie. 

He was sentenced by Superior 
Court Judge Walter FE. Calcagno 
to a concurrent 6 to 15-year Prison 
term for a separate charge of 
possession of a weapon. He could 
be 包 记 记 je for parole after four 
years. 

Louie was arrested for the 
murder of Kit Mun Louie (no 
relation). Her body，wrapped in a 
blanket and dumped near Stinson 
Beach in Marin County， was 
discovered five months later. 

In his confession，Louie told 
police that he was angry with her， 
with whom he used to live， 
because she had been seeing 
members of the Joe Boys gang.
